Extra “Smell" Added 


All-time High of 1,880 
Pupils In County Schools 


An all-time high enrollment In 
County of Vulcan schools was 
reached this year, with recently 
compiled figures showing a total 
of 1,880 pupils—an increase of 42 
over last year. 

Enrollment by schools is as fol¬ 
lows: 

Arrow wood 110, Brant 96, Car¬ 
re angay 161, Champion 301, Her- 
ronton 39, Ixmtond 188, Milo 214, 
Mossleigh 147, New Dale 22, Vul¬ 
can Elementary 341, Vulcan^ Jr.- 
Sr. High 261. 

Heaviest enrollment is in the 
lower grades, with 193 Grade 1 
pupils registered and 182 pupils in 
Grade 7. In Grade 8 there are 153 
pupils in the County, Grade 9 
shows 140, Grade 10 has 135 and 
there are 118 Grade 11 pupils and 
75 taking Grade 12. 

Grade 12 is being taught at Car- 
mangay. Champion, Lomond, Milo, 
Mossleigh and Vulcan. 

Of the total 1,880 pupils, 1,183 
travel to school by van each day. 
The 19 school buses operated by 
the County travel a total of 1,261 
miles each school-day and trans¬ 
port 412 children. There are 35 
contracted buses (owned and oper¬ 
ated by private individuals) and 
these buses travel 2,326 miles dally 
transporting 771 children. All 
children are picked up at their 
door. 

The total of 54 school buses 
travel a grand total of 681,530- 
miles in a school year.

Kindt Completes 
Steel Mill Survey 

At least one aspect of the pro¬ 
posed $120,000,000 steel plant for 
western Canada has been brought 
to* a conclusion, according to the 
interests involved in the under¬ 
taking. 

J. A. Grussett of Calgary, vice- 
president of West Canadian Col¬ 
lieries Ltd., and president of West 
Canadian Magnetic Ores, has em¬ 
phasized in a prepared press state¬ 
ment that “Dr. Lawrence E. Kindt 
was employed on a temporary 
basis and solely by Western Mag. 
netic Ores Ltd., to consider certain 
aspects of that company, which 
particular matters have been 
brought to a conclusion.” 

Dr. Kindt had been retained as 
economic consultant for the esta¬ 
blishment of a steel plant in the 
west. Sites being considered are 
Calgary, Edmonton and Regina. 

The statement said many inter¬ 
ests are involved in the under¬ 
taking.

ture. Sponsor! d by the North Cen¬ 
tral Weed Co;Urol Conference this 
competition is open to entrants 
from fourteen north-central States 
and the three prairie provinces. Al¬ 
though competition is keen Alber¬ 
tans have won two scholarships in 
the last five years 

Farm boys and girls are urged 
to enter. They should contact their 
District Agriculturist to obtain the 
rules and further details, and sub¬ 
mit their essays of not more than 
1000 words to them. The essays are 
then judged for the provincial win¬ 
ner for which there is a $25 cash 
prize. The winning provincial and 
slate essays are then judged for 
the scholarship prize. 

The scholarship is available at 
time of registration in a recogniz¬ 
ed agricultural college in courses 
in Agriculture or Home Economics 
of the individuals choosing, provid¬ 
ed that such courses lead to a de¬ 
gree or diploma. The limit for ac¬ 
ceptance of the scholarship award 
is to a maximum of three years 
after graduation from high school. 
The essays must reach the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture office by Oct. 
9, so prepare now says Mr. Lobay.

Last Saturday’s sale at the High 
River Auction Mart saw buyers 
display lively interest in the 264 
pigs and 242 cattle going through 
the ring. Good steers brought up 
to $25.70 per cwt. with heifers up 
to $22.25 and cows $17.00. Range 
cows sold to $18.50, Steer calves 
brought up to $26.10 and heifer 
calves to $24.00. Weaner pigs sold 
from $3.75 to $7.00 apiece. Feeder 
pigs from $8.00 to $19.25 and sows 
from $30.00 to $45.00.

Wednesday of this week was G- 
day in Vulcan, as natural gas was 
turned into the existing distribu¬ 
tion lines by Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Company crews under 
the direction of Frank Patterson, 
Lethbridge district manager. 

Starting early Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, replacement of the air-mix 
propane with natural gaR was done 
in stages—one section of the town 
at a time—with householders in 
each section being without gas for 
only 15 or 20 minutes as the 
switchover was made. Furnaces, 
appliances and lines were checked 
and double-checked by Canadian 
Western workmen as the natural 
gas was turned into each section 
ol town and by mid-afternoon the 
190 former users of air-propane 
were using natural gas. 

In order Jo make sure that any 
leaks in pipes or connections are 
quickly detected, additional “odor” 
is being added to the natural gas 
for the first few days of operation, 
Mr. Patterson informed the Advo¬ 
cate on Tuesday. This extra strong 
odor may even be noticeable the 
first day or two as the gas is be¬ 
ing burned, said Mr. Patterson, but 
the “smell content" of the gas will 
be reduced to normal as soon as 
the company is sure that any and 
all leaks have been detected and 
corrected. Inasmuch as the air-mix 
propane has only been under 4H 
lbs., pressure as compared to the 
normal 15 lbs., pressure for 
natural gas. It is extremely im¬ 
portant that any leaks or faulty 
connections be detected as soon as 
possible, therefore the reason for 
the extra "smell” being added dur¬ 
ing the first few days of operation.

Completion of harvest this fall in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba appears to “written off," according to 
reports of grain companies. But in this part of South¬ 
ern Alberta, where the snowfall (at time of writing) 
has been very light, there is still hope for enough 
warm weather to clear off the snow and dry the grain 
sufficiently to allow harvesting operations to resume. 

North of Vulcan, most of the wheat is still in 
the swath. Most of the flax crop still remains to be 
harvested, too, and farmers are particulary anxious 
to get this “cash crop” off, as the price is over $3.00 a 
bushel and a five-bushel delivery quota is in effect, 
with prospects good for additional quotas.

The idea that price supports for farm products 
are all wrong and that farm prices should be set on 
the free market keeps cropping up from time to time. 
Last week Dr. Cecil Haver, an economist at McGill 
University, said that Canada should abandon the 
“planned economy” and return to the free market. 
The flight from the free market, he said, may result 
in less freedom and possibly lower income for the 
farmer. Government regulations result in inefficient 
use of resources, he is reported to have stated. 

The professor’s idea might be fine if other groups 
in the economy were willing to do like-wise, but this 
is not likely. Manufacturers would not sit idly by 
while protective tariffs are removed, labor certainly 
would not agree to forgo its bargaining power, the 
professions are unlikely to disband their associations 
through which fees are regulated and licenses con¬ 
trolled, and big business would not like interference in 
its operations. 

As long as there are tariffs, patents, labor 
unions, professional associations and monopolistic 
businesses there can be no true free markets in this 
country. Why then should farmers be expected to 
operate under an entirely different set of rules than 
other Canadians? Or for that matter, why should 
Canadian farmers be placed at the mercy of an un¬ 
restricted open market in competition with farmers 
in others countries who are producing in protected 
markets will all the benefits of price supports and pro¬ 
duction incentives?

A PICTURE taken from across 
the corner, showing the new show 
room and offices, two modern rest¬ 


rooms and additional parts stock- 
room to the left. The two doors at 
the extreme right lead to the new 
lubrication addition and the wash 
rack. The new additions add an 
extra 2500 feet of floor space to 


the old building. To the left of the 
show room is located o*e of 
Southern Alberta's most modem 
used car lots. Across the street 
from it the firm will display their 
farm machinery and truck Mae. 


In 1935 two farm boys, Bill and 
Lawrence Richardson, came to the 
Nanton district to pick up some 
harvest wages. Things at home 
near Alsask, Sask., had been bad 
for five years, it being the “dirty 
thirties” on the Goose Lake line, 
and they had to come to South 
Western Alberta to find any har¬ 
vesting. The other reason for com¬ 
ing to this district was that Bill 
was born on the Henry Pearce 
land by the Vulcan Airport, his 
father’s homestead, and also that 
most of the Wannop family, their 
uncles and aunts, still lived around 
the Nanton district. 

Being disgusted with farming in 
Saskatchewan, after five succes¬ 
sive crop failures, they were de¬ 
termined to change occupations so 
had their sights on the west coast. 
After finishing a short harvest 
season they didn’t have enough 
money, so looked around the Nan¬ 
ton district and Calgary for jobs. 
About that time a job couldn’t be 
bought so they had visions of hav¬ 
ing to return to their father’s 
farm. This outlook on the future, 
drove them to trying anything to 
stay in Southern Alberta. Finally 
in February of 1936 they rented a 
small service station on the south 
side of Nanton from a Mr. Stolles. 
They say that this was a big 
moment In their lives. They own¬ 
ed a business but little did they 
realize what tough times and pro¬ 
blems were ahead of them. The 
first day’s business totaled a full 
35c for one quart of oil and the 
second was a booming day, totaling 
3.71. In fact it was the best for 
several weeks. 

Their firm now enjoys more 
business in one day than they did 
in the first six months when they 
first went into business. 

These two boys, operating their 
service station for the first three 
years by themselves, gave 24 hour 
service and operated the B.A. 
wholesale gas business also. Many 
a night there was very little time 
to sleep. They batched in the back 
part of the service station which 
was only an area of 12 x 12 with 


the same ar»a in front to do busi¬ 
ness. Oil chanpns, tire work, etc., 
were all done outside. Thanks to 
the old style of the service sta¬ 
tions, a canopy over the pumps at 
least kept the rain and snow off 
the working area. 

Business kept building up and 
they, having visions, talked then- 
father into coming into business 
with them and leaving the farm 
as he stUl hadn’t produced a crop 
since they left -the farm. In the 
fall of 1938 with the help of their 
uncle, John Wannop they con¬ 
structed a separate building 30 x 60 
on an adjoining two lots, which 
served as their shop. They took on 
the dealership of Hudson cars and 
the next year their business had 
built up to where they needed 
more room! so bought the service 
station property and joined the 
two buildings together and made 
one large garage which was oper¬ 
ated as Richardson Bros., for 12 
years. ’ 

When the war came along in 
1939 they had quite a good staff 
but one by one they were called 
or joined up. In 1941 Lawrence 
was married and Bill, being still 
single, decided to join the services. 
Eventually Lawrence and his 
father were operating the place 
themselves so were back to getting 
along with very little sleep plenty 
of nights. They got by hiring 
young fellows just out of or still 
in school and before they were old 
enough to join up. 

In 1940 Hudson, due to war 
measures, curtailed building auto¬ 
mobiles and only imports could be 
sold in Canada so the firm took 
on the Pontiac and Buick contract. 

The fall of 1941 they got a 
chance to obtain the Dodge - De- 
Soto dealership and have repre¬ 
sented Chrysler Corporation ever 
since. They have, during their 
quarter century in the automobile 
business, handled the three car 
contracts and four different ma¬ 
chine agencies and have been of¬ 
fered during this period of time 
almost every contract available in 
both automobiles and implements. 


Their comment on this is that they 
like quality merchandise and feel 
they represent two of the best in 
Dodge-DeSoto automobiles and J. 
I. Case line of machinery. 

Bill got his discharge from the 
Airforce in 1945 and before the 
summer was over he and Lawrence 
were at it again planning new pre¬ 
mises as the old building was in¬ 
adequate. Their father was think¬ 
ing of retiring so eventually that 
fall Cliff Gould, who was with B.A. 
Oil Co., at Nanton since 1940, 
bought out Mr. Richardson, Sr. He 
was a good friend of the family 
and had helped Lawrence and his 
father out tremendously through 
the war years in his spare time. 
As they recall the incident it was 
a very fast and profitable deal for 
all concerned and was made in a 
matter of minutes. The boys say 
they could never have had a bet¬ 
ter partner and during their 13 
years of business association never 
had an argument aqd are still the 
best of friends. In fact at this 
point it can be said that Lawrence 
and Bill after 24 years in business 
still have their first fight to occur 
they say they are getting too 
old and slow now to Dother. 

In 1949 the firm was formed 
into a limited liability company 
and has since been registered as 
Richardson & Gould Ltd. They 
went into farming as a side line 
in 1948 and farmed at Kitscoty 
and Rosebud. Alta., then later 
farmed C. M. Allen's land at Vul¬ 
can for three years. But now they 
are completely out of the farm¬ 
ing game and are concentrating 
only on giving the best of service 
to all their automobile and truck 
and farm machinery customers. 

In 1950 the firm traded Allen 
and Bride their farm at Rosebud 
for the present garage at Vulcan 
and so the two garages were oper¬ 
ated, one at Nanton and other here 
at Vulcan, for the next three 
years. Then the Nanton garage 
was sold and Lawrence came to 
help operate the Vulcan garage

Pulpwood Operations Provide Big Farm Market 


Fruit juice, flap jacks, por¬ 
ridge. fried potatoes, sausages, 
hncon and *ggs, doughnuts, pie, 
milk, and coffee — that’s ty¬ 
pical breakfast fare for rugged 
pulpwood loggers whose appe¬ 
tites spell a big market for 
Canadian farm produce. 


EASTWAY 


Each year, for their woodswork- 
crs alone, >he pulp and paper 
mills buy i3 million pounds of 
meat, 19 million eggs, 10 mil¬ 
lion pounds of flour, 3.5 million 
pounds of butter and other fats, 
3 million cases of canned milk, 
400,000 cases of other canned 
goods, and 6 5 million pounds of 
powdered milk and dry foods. 


There are 15,000 permanent 
employees in the pulp and 
paper woodlands. In addition, 
some 200,000 agricultural and 
other workers help gather the 
pulpwood harvest in their off¬ 
season. All are hearty eaters. 
The forests, like the farms, are 
traditional mainstays in the 
Canadian economy and. In 
many areas, agriculture and 
forest operations go together. 
Both are managed to yield an¬ 
nual crops. Trees, just like a 
farm crop, must be tended" and 
protected. When the crop is 
mature it must be harvested. 


Pulp and paper foresters prac¬ 
tice silviculture just as farmers 
practice agriculture. In short, 
they cultivate the forests. This 
is more than a mere conserva¬ 
tion and protection program. It 
is creative. Regeneration is 
encouraged and young growth 
is tended. And the annual 
growth exceeds the yearly crop. 
Thus, through continuing and 
overlapping cycles of natural 
reseeding, growing, and harvest¬ 
ing, the forests are maintained 
to provide annual crops for 
ever.

BULB PLANTING TIME 

A wide selection of bulbs have 
now arrived in the local stores and 
now is the time to plant says P. D. 
McCalla, Supervisor of Horticul¬ 
ture in Alberta. For indoor cul¬ 
ture: Plant in good quality gar¬ 
den soil. Cover all but the top %" 
of the bulb. Firm soil well and 
leave a space of about %” for 
watering. Water and store in a 
dark place at a temperature of 
40 - 45 degrees F. Root making 
will soon begin so do not disturb 
except for rare watering. Exces¬ 
sive watering may rot the bulb. 
After 8 to 10 weeks bring bulbs 
into light gradually, first putting 
them in a warmer place for a few 
days. If bulbs are brought up a few 
at a time a continuous blooming 
can be achieved. 

For outside planting: Under 
most Alberta conditions tulips, 
narcissi and scillas are the only 
bulbs that will perform consist¬ 
ently well. While crocus and grape 
hyacinths have been grown suc¬ 
cessfully in some cases, they are 
not recommended for general 
planting. Set the bulbs in the 
ground before freezeup, a well 
drained loamy soil will give best 
results. Single early tulips should 
be planted from 1 to 6 inches deep. 
Taller growing species like the 
Darwins should be planted from 
6 to 8 inches deep. For narcissi 8 
to 11 inches is the planting depth. 
The bulb should rest on firm soil 
and the earth packed well around 
the entire bulb. After the first 
stiff frost, apply a mulch of clean 
straw or evergreen boughs over 
the tulip planting to prevent 
heaving of the soil and too early 
growth in the spring. Avoid plant¬ 
ing close to foundations particu¬ 
larly those whic'h face south or 
west. 

More detailed information will 
be found in the recently issued 
circular by Alberta Department of 
Agriculture ’’Spring Flowering 
Bulbs for the Prairies” which may 
be obtained from Extension Ser¬ 
vice or District Agriculturists in 
your area.

weed control is necessary, the use 
of legumes will be limited. How¬ 
ever, weeds can probably be con¬ 
trolled by mowing after the grass 
is established. 

Certain management practices 
should be adhered to. Close graz¬ 
ing should be avoided. Mowing 
after grazing to cut off the old 
stems is Important from the stand¬ 
point of regrowth. Most of the 
grasses will respond timely appli¬ 
cation of nitrogen fertilizer. 

Almost every reclamation or 
project is a separate problem. The 
District Agriculturist would be 
glad to discuss these problems and 
supply further information on the 
basis of individuals’ conditions.
